Compromise Offer of Employers 
Gives Shorter Hours and 
More Pay. 


The brewery. strike was officially

; ™. Wednesday, the striking unions 
| etermiees the contracts submitted by the 
brewers. These contracts provided for 
a compromise wage schedule, increas- 
ing the wages of all the 2600 com- 
plaining employes, the malsters and 
brewers, wh ohad received 816 a week 
and who held out obstinately for $17 
as a compromise, accepting $16.50. 
The contra¢ts are to run two years, 

At noon Wednesday statements were 
given out by Adam Huebner, secretarv 
of the United Brewery Workers’ Union, 
and by C. Norman Jones, representative 
of the employers, that the brewery 
‘#brike had been’ settled. 

Representatives of all of the striking 
locals were at the employers’ headquar- 
ters ‘in the W ainwright Building at that 
hour and it was said that the ‘y Were all 
prepared to sign two-year contracts un- 
der the terms of which they will ac- 
cept the scale of advanced salaries of- 
fered by the employers as a compro- 
mise. 

Under this agreement the salaries 
washhouse and cellermen will be 
vanced from $15 to $16.50 a week. The 
men in the brewhouses and the malt- 
rooms will be advanced from $16 to $17.50 
a week. The bottlers will receive $2 for 
eight-hours’ work instead of $1.70 for 
nine hours. 

The corkers and

Evils of Crowded Schools,

Other Cities Have Terminal 
Troubles and Delays. 


Members of the Merchants’ Exchange 
have discovered that St. Louis is not 
the only city on the map having termi- 
nal and railway shipment deficiencies. 
They have learned that Italian cities 
likewise suffer from bad conditions of 
railroad traffic. 

A short article appeared in a railroad 
paper two days ago telling of a case in 





Italy in which it ‘took 44 days for a 
carload of material to move a distance 
of 33, miles, after the shipment had 
been turned over to the railroads at 
Milan. This article has been framed 
and will be placed on the walls at the 
Exchange. 

This, members of the Merchants’ 
change say, compares favorably 
the terminal facilities of St. Jouis, 
where it takes, sometimes, a week to 
get a load from East St. Louis to St. 
Louis, one mile distant. 

T'he article referred to follows: ‘‘The 
Society Of Italian Chambers of Com- 
merce has issued a circular complaining 
of the bad condition of railroad traffic, 
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in which it cites as instances three ship- 
ments of freight from Milan to a sta- 
tion 3% miles distant. One of these 








shipments arrived 44 days, the second 45 
days, after delivery;to the railroad, and 
the third had been shipped more than 
a month previous, and nothing further 
was known of it.?’—Railroad Gazette,

WOOD OF EUCALYPTUS 
VALUABLE AS TIMBER. 


Tests Made at Berkley, Cal, 
Very Satisfactory. 


The wood of eucalyptus has not been 
extensively used by manufacturers in 
the United States, because the supply 
has not been sufficient to establish a 
market. Blue gum, the most common 
species in California, «has, however, 
competed with black locust for insula- 
tor pins, has given satisfactory service 
in chisel and hammer handles and has 
been used locally for wagon tangues, 
axles, shafts, spokes, hubs and felloes. 
It is ‘hard, strong and tough. 

In co-operation with the State of Cali- 
fornia, the forest service recently com- 
pleted a study of the mechanical and 
physical properties of the common euca- 
lyptus. The tests, made at the State 
University at Berkeley, were to deter- 
mine whether eucalyptus can be sub- 


‘ stituted for some of the hardwoods that 


are becoming difficult to obtain, says 
Maxwell's Talisman. 

Blue gum is by far the fastest grow- 
ing species. An important point in con- 
sidering the value of commercial plan- 
tations. of eucalyptus is brought out in 
a table, which shows that the fastest 
growing are also strongest. A compari- 
son with forest service tests on hick- 
ory shows that 30-year-old blue gum is 
stronger than XXX hickory, and that 
l5-year-old sugar gum is_ nearly as 
strong as black hickory and 91 per cent 
as strong as second-growth hickory. 

The wood of very young and sappy 
trees is apt to. warp, but that from 
more mature growth can be easily han- 
died to prevent warping. Early season- 
ing should proceed slowly. Open piling 
is desirable; the stacks should be high 
to secure Weight, and should be cov- 


ered.

in California, and under forest condi- 
tions form straight, tall boles free from 
branches. They~have, therefore, especial 
value as timber trees.

The tube is .uen allowed 
to stand 45 minutes. If the blood and 
serum are from the same species—as 
the dog—a faint red precipitate of co- 
agulated bloow appears under clear 
liquid, out if biood and serum are from 
unlike animals the blood will be dis- 
solved in the: serum, which will turn 
red. Old stains placed in fresh human 
serum were conclusively shown to be 
human blood.

Study of Life’s Origin. _ 

The problem of life’s origin com- 
tinues to be attacked patiently and 
persistently, and readers cannot fall 
to find something of interest in such 
work as that of Dr. Henry Bastian, 
F. R. S.. who now, after more than 
80 years of investigation, has pro- 
duced “organisms” from what he be- 
lieves to have been lifeless chemicals. 
After being heated and hermetically 
sealed in tubes, various saline solu- 
tions containing ammoniacal]_ salts 
were again heated, in a calcium chlor- 
ide bath, to temperatures ranging 
from 239 to 266 degrees Fahrenheit. 
According to accepted theories, the 
tubes were then exposed to diffused 
daylight or placed in an incubator for 
five weeks to four months. When 
opened, all contained one or more 
kinds of micro-organisms, but control 
tubes which had been exposed only &@ 
few hours showed no traces of such 
organisms. The solutions seemed to 
have lacked carbon—the universal 
constituent of living things—though 
containing silicon, its chemical] ally. 
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Germs 1800 Years Old. 


The ground is usually germ free at @ 
depth of two yards, but living bacteria 
brought to the notice of the French 
Academy by Dr. M. Boudoin were de 
rived from a depth of more than 
yards in eartn that had been undis- 
turbed for nearly 1800 years. An old 
Gallic-Roman grave near Troussepol, 
in Vendee, contained several cha 
corpses, and skeletons of goats, dogs 
and cows. Cultures of the enveloping 
dust, a mixture of sand and water with 
remains of skins and bristles, gave the 
coli bacillus and various species of 
sphareo bacteria, and these organisms 
must have lived in tsolation since the 
grave was made.

THREE JUDGES CONCUR 


Litigation Over Question Has 
Been Running Through 
Courts for Years. 


The right of the st Louis, Kan 

° a : sas 
City, Colorado Railroad (Rock Island) 
to use the main tracks, sidetriacks, 
rurnoute, turntables and terminal facil- 
ties of the Wabash Railroad, from 
Forest Park to Union Station, is con- 
firmed in an opinion given by the Unit- 
ed State Circuit Court of Appeals 
Wednesday. The decision terminate a 
Suit that h'as been pending since 1902. 

The litigation between the roads was 
started because of the Wabash com- 
pany s refusal to keep the conditions of 
the franchise which it received from the 
city in the 80's, and which were upheld 
by Judge Brewer in 1888. 

The opinion filed Wednesday was 
written by Judge Sanborn, with Judges 
' Adams and Hook concurring in separate 
‘opinions. Judge Hook’s view of the 
Colorado road’s rights under the terms 
of the Wabash company’s franchise is 
more liberal than that of either of his 
| colleagues. 

He holds that the Colorado Railroad 





is entitled to the use not only of the 


right of way, the switches, turnouts, 
‘sidetracks and mai ntracks owned by 
the Wab , but also to the industrial 
tracks connecting with various manu- 
— concerns. This view, he. ex- 
| plains, is in keeping with ‘the spirit 
,of advancement that should character- 
'ize the age. 

Payment Is Fixed. 

Judge Sanborn fixes the payment for 
the use of the Wabash Co.’s track by 
the Colorado road at a proportional 
share of the cost of maintenance in ad- 
dition to a regular annual charge. 

When the abash received from the 
city a franchise permitting it to lay 


their share of the expenses of main-

GEN. MACARTHUR OUSTED. 
Will Leave Army Following 
Clash With Tait. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 3.— 
“tmpty his honor, though he wears a 
crown,”’ befits the position of Gen. 
Arthur MacArthur, commanding officer 
of the United States Army. He has 
been shelved by the.powers in Wash- 
ington as a result of the differences four 
years ago between Secretary Taft, then 
Governor of the Philippines, and Gen. 
MacArthur, who was in command of | 
the military forces. 

At that time there was a great clash- 
ing of swords between the two. Taft 
wanted to have absolute control of the 
Island: MacArthur maintained that 
civil and military powers. should be up- 
on separate bases. Gen. MacArthur was 
withdrawn from the Philippines and 
since that time has been stationed at 
“ort Mason in command of the Pacific 
Division, except during the period that 
he was in Japan. 

Certain divisions are to be abolished 
April 30 and naturally Gen. MacArthur, 
being the commanding officer, was of- 
fered first choice to select a post in one 
of the departments. New York was 
offered him but this he declined be- 
cause he would be too near Washington 
and Taft. He finally chose the depart- 
ment of California, as he preferred this 
to any other in the army. 

Taft had other views, however, for 
the post, and so Gen. MacArthur was 
quietly requested to select a place to 
which he could retire to write of what 
he had seen during the Russo-Japanese 
war. With this request from the War 
Department he will step down and out 
from any actual command of forces on 
April 30 and take up a quiet abode in 
Milwaukee.

physical and mental collapse, by what 
he considered unfair treatment at the

er’s office, she often contributed arti- 
cles to a local journal which dealt with 
matters of interest to women. On one 
occasion she was asked to write a hu- 
morous article on the formation of a 
certain trades union of “‘shop helpers’’ 
in Ayr, and she attended the organiza- 
tion meeting with this object in view. 
However, though she went to scoff, she 
remained to pray, and eventually 
joined the union and,.became its presi- 
dent. 

Later was offered a journalistic 
position in London; but on going up to 
that city she was promptly pressed into 
the service of the Wworten’s Trade 
Union ,League by Lady Dilke. Though 
the League had been in existence for 15 
years before that it had never before 
achieved the success which has attended 
its undertakings in the six years since 
Miss MacArthur became its executive 
head, at about 25 years of age. 


Misdirected Energy. 


‘Tt is all nonsense, isn’t it?’’ said she, 
“this talk that women cannot be suc- 
cessfully orgamzed? If people would 
spend half the time they waste hunting 
up obstacles in overcoming them the 
movement would progress faster. As it 
is, out of 6,000,000 working women in 
Great Britain. 149,000 are already in the 
trades unions. Among the 11,000,000 male 
workers 2,000,000 are organized; but’ men 
must remember that the movement to 
organize the male workers had a half 
century’s start of the women movement. 
Forty years ago, too, there were fewer 
men at the general trades union con- 
gress at Sheffield, England, than there 
are women in our league teday. 

‘There is nothing in their sex to 
prevent women from getting the very 
simple idea that ‘in unien there is 
strength,’ as you say it over here. 

“But there is a pretty real obstacle 
in the fact that girls expect to remain 
in their trades but a few years,’’ I said. 

“Yes, that is a real difficulty, but 
that is true also about heaps of men, 
vet these men are successfully organ- 
ized. In either case the workers are not 
apt to aim at the greatest efficiency, and 
that is truly a pity.”’ 

“What do you consider the greatest 
obstacle to be overcome in our work?” 
Too Much Caste. 

“Very hard to answer. One great ob- 
stacle is the feeling of caste among the 
women—lI find you have that here, too, 
about as stiff as with us! But, of course, 
your Teachers’ U nion is in your league, 
and so far we can’t get ours. They have 
a union, but so far they stand aloof 
from suc h as mill hands and the rest. 
But we've got the telegraph and tele- 
phone girls lately. That’s going along 
at a Wenl canter for us. Our telephone 
operators are coming into the league in 
gre at numbers.

It is hard to expect 
anything of women who live on the 
very edge of starvation and are utterly 
exhausted. You must remember that the 
average of our working women is about 
$2 per week in your 
money—only, of course, living is much 
cheaper with us. Their money buys 
more. 

“We are getting on with organizing 
unskilled women, though. In the jute’ 
and flax industry we got an organiza- 
tion strong enough in ll months to get 
an increase of 7% per cent—there were 
only about 7000 organized, but the gain 
was for 30,000 workers.’ 

‘That is like the case of the Fall 
River, Mass., textile workers,’’ I said. 
‘Recently about 18,000 trades unionists 
in that city got a 10 per cent increase 
for at least 300,000 mill hands through- 
out New Engiand.”’ 

‘‘Do you find much interest in women's 
trades unions among leisure class wom- 
en in this country?’’ I inquired. 

American Women Are Inspiration. 


“Well, now, isn’t it astonishing how 
few of them know anything about it? 
It is about the same with us. But, 
however, in Chicage I met women like 
Miss Jane Addams, Miss Mary Mc- 
Dowell, Mrs. Raymond Robins, Dr. Cor- 
neila de Bey and a few others, who 
were a revelation to me—they were a 
great inspiration—we have very few like 
them across the water. The American 
women are splendid—some of them. 

“From what I learn, the labor men 
in the States might do a great deal 
more to help the women in o goniees, 
Why, just before I came the eavers 
Union sent us $500. In England our labor 
leaders believe there is nothing more im- 
portant for the improvement of indus- 
trial conditions. 

“They see that it is a matter of life 
and death for the union movemen{ to 
get the women,in. Your men are only 
just waking yp to that.” 

‘Do the fair employers in England 
realize that trades unionism is a good- 
thing for their business, by preventing 
their unscrupulous rivals from getting 
labor at starvation wages?” : 

‘Ah, yes! They take unionism for 
granted. Why, our government recog- 
nizes the union— for instance at the fac- 
tories which make our soldiers’ and 
sailors’ clothes the government deals dl- 
rectly with the union leaders, and We 
have the tailoresses organized there, of 
course; the same ,with the postoffice 
clerks—as you callithem. Our Postmas- 
ter-General is to preside at the Union 
Federation meeting next time.

Paris Housewives Have Pecu- 
liar Trouble With Help. 


The Parisian housekeeper is just as 
loud in her complaint that servants are 
hard to get, and inefficient when ob- 
tained, as American mistresses. Flat 


life seemed at one time to a great ex- 
tent to have solved the difficulty of ot- 
taining domestic workers. The woonne 
a tout faire came into the flat for so 
many hours a day, and went home to 
her friends afterwards: she was often 
a married woman, doing her day's do- 
mestic labor as a man goes out to his 
business, and enjoying at the enfi of 
the day her own individual exiskence 
Separately from her employer's. 

This was not enough for a family’s 
attendance, however; it only suffices 
for a small and adult menage to have 
a servant for a short time in the day: 
and so most of the tall flat bulidings 
in Paris have the top story, the sixts 
or seventh, given up to sleeping apart- 
ments for the servants of the 1esper. 
tive households domiciled 'n the flats 
on the stories below. 

This servants’ floor has never worked 
satisfactorily: it is a hotbed of sery- 
ants’ gossip; the good ones ars corrupi- 
ed by the bad; and there is no real 
comfort for the servants possible. 

The bonne who comes tin is no fonger 
a capable, hard-working and reliable 
servant, and the one who lives un the 
top story is a perfect pest. No says 
ime. Peronneau the wife of a well- 
known deputy She suggests honse- 
keeping schoois and old-age pensions 
for servants with good characters.

help the matter. But the “self-con- 
tained home” giows weekly more dif- 
ficult to mainta'n and oreanine.—Tue 
Bellman.
